Man’s Ingenuity Tested 
by Turbulent River Po 
The Po valley is unique among 
Europ ean river basins, because of 
its great extent of almost level land 
for long distances Inland. 
Viewed 
on a relief map , this great tongue 
of lowland Is seen to cut up land 
Italy almost in two. 
Not long ago, geograp hically, the 
sea extended into northern Italy 
along the foot of the Alp s almost to 
the p resent French border. 
The 
Po basin In this old gulf is filled with 
alluvial material washed down from 
the mountains. The relatively large 
flow of the Po, esp ecially at cer­ 
tain season*, is owing to the fact 
that the* basin is hemmed In on 
three sides hv mountains (the Alp s 
to north and west, the Ap p ennines 
to the south) and that the run-off 
from these heights is at times very 
j rap id. 
The river flows along virtually the 
! entire stretch of the Italian Alp s, 
and receives water from most of 
their south southern glaciers and 
lakes. 
Because the p lain of the Po Is 
so nearly level, p articularly in its 
seaward half, the river has brought 
disastrous floods to the residents 
along its course, throughout ids 
torlc times. 
Even during the early 
days of Home, it was necessary to 
build dykes and embankments to re 
strain the rising waters.
